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NEWS OR NOT 


Horse 7, Mule 3 


Sports Illustrated’s Jimmy Jemail asked 
10 persons whether the horse or the mule 
was the smarter, and the answers were 
7 to 3 in favor of the horse. Sample: 

Eleonora Sears, Thoroughbred owner: 
A horse won’t run out of a_ burning 
building, and he may run back into one. 
A mule is smart enough to stop working 
when he has had enough. If you start a 
fire under him he won’t move, but a horse 
can be driven until he drops dead. All 
this may be instinct, but [ll take the horse 
any time. 

Gen. Humberto Mariles, captain of the 
Mexican equestrian team: The horse. I’ve 
worked with both. A mule is not intelli- 
gent. 

Lt. Gen. Blackshear M. Bryan: Mules 
are no exhibitionists, and they tend to be 
“cussed and ornery,” as well as “set in 
their ways,” but when compared in intelli- 
gence to horses you are insulting the mule. 
When thirsty, mules will drink only what 
is necessary, while horses will drink their 
fill at once if allowed to do so. 

Adrian Van Sinderen, president of 
American Horse Show Association: A 
mule is much safer. I believe I know as 
much about mules as I know about horses. 
They’re ornery critters and they often 
do what they want, not what you want. 
But a mule will take better care of a man. 
Only mules are used in the bottom of the 
Grand Canyon. But I’d never own one. 

Alan Bethel, president of Standard 
Triumph Motor Company: A horse. .. . 
There are horse shows for the horse, and 
he makes possible “the sport of kings.” 
A horse has been sold for more than a 
million dollars. That’s horse sense. 


W hat's the Use? 


Said *Gallant Man’s trainer, Johnny 
Nerud: “You know, I read editorials all 
year about the importance of distance 
racing to the sport in this country and 
why we should stretch out our horses. 
And here *Gallant Man wins the mile 
and one-half Belmont and the 2-mile Gold 
Cup, and it doesn’t seem to mean a thing. 
What does that do for our breeding? Do 
we go back to raising speed horses?” 

A few days later, in its December issue 
of the Racing Calendar, a committee of 
The Jockey Club gave its choices for 
horse of the year, and Mr. Nerud’s colt 
got his first mention in a year-end poll. 
Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary of 
The Jockey Club; Frank E. Kilroe, rac- 
ing secretary for the Greater New York 
Association; and Francis P. Dunne, stew- 
ard for the GNYA, couldn’t choose be- 
tween *Gallant Man and Bold Ruler, 


consequently rated them equal as _ best 
3-year-old and best all-around horse. 

In other categories the selectors liked 
Idun, best 2-year-old filly; Jewel’s Re- 
ward, best 2-year-old colt; Bayou, 3-year- 
old filly; Dedicate, older horse; Pucker 
Up, older filly or mare; and Neji, 
steeplechaser. 


5-Trophy Gal 


One of the year’s outstanding feats in 
horsemanship was performed by 25-year- 
old Peggy Augustus, a daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ellsworth H. Augustus, of Cob- 
ham, Va., and Willoughby, Ohio. Miss Au- 
gustus and her chestnut hunter Waiting 
Home retired 5 challenge trophies, win- 
ning each for the third time—the Green- 
way Boy trophy for Thoroughbred hunt- 
ers at Devon, Pa.; the Conformation Hunt- 
er Championship trophy at the Bath 
County Horse Show in Hot Springs, Va.; 
the Julian Keith trophy for working hunt- 
ers at Warrenton, Va.; the Pennsylvania 
Steel trophy for conformation hunters at 
Harrisburg, Pa.; and the William Whar- 
ton trophy for ladies’ conformation hunt- 
ers at the National Horse Show in Madison 
Square Garden. 


The Latest Gag 


The November 25 issue of Time re- 
ported: 


“Along Manhattan’s Madison Avenue, 
where no one ups periscope without check- 
ing with the research boys, admen were 
passing around the latest gag: 


“The research director of a major 
agency was ordered to prepare a study 
about fleas. He put a flea on his desk and 
trained it to jump over his finger at his 
command. Then he pulled out two of the 
flea’s six legs. ‘Jump,’ he ordered, and the 
flea still jumped. . . . Finally, he pulled 
off the last two. ‘Jump,’ he commanded. 
The flea did not move. With that, the re- 
search director wrote his report: ‘When a 
flea loses all six legs, it becomes deaf.’ ”

MARYLAND 


Frozen Out 


Foul weather and the reluctance of 
jockeys to ride on the frozen track forced 
Pimlico, on Thursday, December 12, to 
cancel the last 5 days of its fall meeting. 
Maryland State Racing Commission chair- 
man D. Eldred Rinehart said an effort 
would be made to allow the Baltimore 
track an extra 5 days next year. 

During its 23 days of operation Pimlico 
had had a daily average attendance of 
11.628, a drop of 3 per cent from the aver- 
age in 1956, and an average pari-mutuel 
handle of $1.012.631, a decline of 8 per 
cent. Twice during the week previous to 
the final closing the track had canceled 
racing because of snow. 

Rinehart said it would be difficult to 
find 5 extra days next year without en- 
countering a conflict. He thought it might 
be possible to move the 1958 season for- 
ward, thereby forcing Bowie to operate in 
advance of its February 12 opening. Or 
the commission could give Pimlico one or 
two extra days each year until the lost 
days were regained. 


MICHIGAN 
Follies of 1958 


Detroit. Racing commissioner James H. 
Inglis, who each year makes a production 
of awarding Michigan’s dates, last week 
raised the curtain on his new show, “Fol- 
lies of 1958.” 

Once again Inglis was beleaguered by 
the critics—officials of the state’s 6 
racing associations, both harness and 
Thoroughbred, as well as leaders of horse- 
men’s groups. 

Even Wilbur DeYoung, Inglis’ own at- 
torney, said, “Here we go again!” after 
the first of what is going to be another 
series of date hearings. 

When the commissioner called everyone 
together to discuss both harness and 
Thoroughbred dates for 1958, it looked 
as if things really were going to be differ- 
ent. For the better part of 10 years the 
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Angel Valenzuela guides Louis Rowan’s Spinney to the winner’s circle after 
Pimlico’s Exterminator Handicap on December 7. The next week Pimlico was 
forced to cancel the remainder of its meeting because of bad weather conditions. 


Michigan Racing Association and Hazel 
Park had haggled over Thoroughbred 
dates. Now the MRA and Hazel Park had 
an agreement—a 12-year pact in which 
the tracks would alternate spring and fall 
dates. 

It appeared that all Inglis had to do 
was pass on a ready-made date schedule. 
The harness pieces would fall into place 
quickly. 

No sooner had the commissioner read 
the date requests into the record than 
it was clear he had no idea of approving 
the proposed plan. He called as a witness 
the only man in a room of 28 racing men 
whom no one knew. 

Calvin Henry, city manager of Hazel 
Park, said that he was speaking unofficial- 
ly, but his remarks were all that was 
needed to lead off the case against the 
proposed racing dates. 

“All I want to do,” said Henry, “is point 
out that the City of Hazel Park, like all 
communities which have race tracks, 
stands to lose tax revenue if racing dates 
are switched from year to year.” 

Under Michigan law all race track com- 
munities receive a “rebate” from the state 
amounting to 20 per cent of the revenue 
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from pari-mutuel betting. There is a limit 
of $500,000 for each community. A change 
in dates could deprive a community of a 
race meeting during its fiscal year. 

“Two years ago.” Inglis pointed out. “the 
City of Livonia (home of the MRA’s De- 
troit Race Course) was shorted $37.000 
by another switch-over in dates.” 

“But.” said MRA president E. E. Dale 
Shaffer, “weren’t you the man who pro- 
posed a year ago to take $100,000 from 
these same cities which you are now so 
worried about?” 

Inglis admitted this, but said, “The 
legislature turned down my plan, so now 
I intend to see that the cities get no less 
than the law intended.” 


Attorneys for the MRA and Hazel Park 
challenged the commissioner’s interpreta- 
tion of the law. “It intended no such 
thing,” declared MRA’s William McKay. 
“Tt merely said ‘no more than $500,000,’ 
not necessarily $500,000.” 


Inglis was under way by now, however, 
and he went on to offer more objections 
to the plan which would have MRA open 
the racing season May 16 and Hazel 
Park close it October 11 after 128 straight 
racing days. 

“There are other reasons mitigating 
against any date switch,” observed the 
commissioner. He listed them. 

1—There was a pari-mutuel tax rebate 
which would upset the budgets of cities 
with race tracks. 


2—It would be unfair to racing offi- 
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cials, would make it difficult for officials 
to line up permanent jobs. 

3—It would be better for public inter- 
est to have Hazel Park open and MRA 
close the season. The big stakes at MRA 
make a nice climax for the season. 

4—It is safer for horses to move from a 
5-furlong track to a mile track, rather 
than vice versa. 

5—Switching is confusing to the public. 
Race-goers should know which track was 
running without looking at a newspaper. 

Ray Grundy, mild-mannered president 
of the Michigan division of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, took the floor. 

“You have quite a few points there on 
which I cannot agree with you, Mr. Com- 
missioner.” 

Shaffer, former chairman of the Ken- 
tucky Racing Commission, was _particu- 
larly bitter. “I don’t think your points 
mean a darned thing. . . . They’re just 
picayune.” 

“Any other racing commission would be 
happy to have race tracks get together 
and agree on dates,” said Hazel Park’s 
James V. Bellanca, who is also president 
of the Wheeling Downs track in West 
Virginia. “In fact, Wheeling got a vote 
of thanks just the other day from the 
West Virginia Commission for working 
out its season with Waterford Park.” 

There is more on Inglis’ mind than a 
mere switch in Michigan dates. He indi- 
cated that no one would get any dates 
until 2 other matters are out of the way. 
Both involve harness tracks. 

The commissioner wants to hold hear- 
ings on an attempted raise in the price of 
the program by Wolverine Raceway last 
summer and he wants to investigate a loan 
to Northville Downs by a _ Teamsters 
Union official. 

“That's Inglis for you,” said one man 
as he left the meeting.

The Hopeless Winner 


Miami. Just before the horses came out 
on the track for the third race on opening 
day at Tropical Park, the boys in the 
press box were exposed to a loud “knock- 
ing” by a Philadelphia handicapper. The 
object of the “knock” was a small, blocky, 
bay 6-year-old gelding named Romandale. 

“You can forget that one.” the man 
said, “he can’t even walk.” 

The horses paraded onto the racing 
strip and, indeed, Romandale warmed up 
roughly under jockey Howard Grant. 

At the break of the 1;4-mile race Ro- 
mandale came away sluggishly, as was his 
custom. After a quarter of a mile he was 
dead-last in the 10-horse field, 22 lengths 
off the leader. He started to move a little 
approaching the far turn, and it was there

that the game little gelding which 
couldn’t walk proved he still could run. 

Grant put him to a drive on the turn 
and he literally flew by his field, winning 
by 11% lengths. 

It was the fourth consecutive victory 
for the $3,000 claimer, the 10th straight 
race in which he had finished no worse 
than third. 

In his next race, 10 days later, Roman- 
dale came from even farther back to be 
beaten a nose by Danger Martin, after 
racing wide through the stretch. He was 
claimed this time by trainer Harold Good- 
win for owner Myron Goodwin. (The gen- 
tlemen are not related.) 

A few days later, early on a freezing 
morning at Tropical, trainer Goodwin sat 
in his Chrysler near the barn, with the 
motor and heater going full blast. Except 
for its snow, Pimlico had nothing on 
Tropical Park.

Considering that Romandale had a badly 
bowed tendon low on the right front leg, 
why had Goodwin taken the chance in 
claiming him? 

“For one thing, we needed a cheap 
horse that could go a distance,” he said. 
“No matter where you go there’s a race 
nearly every day of the meeting for that 
kind of horse. ; 

“Sure, he’s got troubles. But name me a 
sound horse who runs any better. 

“You'll hear lots of different stories 
about bowed tendons; actually nobody 
knows how long a horse like this will 
stand up. I’ve seen a bowed horse real 
tight and apparently ready to run good. 
Then he’s gone out there and_ broken 
down. Some horses have a mild bow and 
won't extend themselves. Some have a bad 
bow and run their hearts out. 

“Romandale come out of his race just 
fine. We worked him this morning and 
he breezed in 48 and 3. Showed amazing 
speed for a horse that runs the way he 
does. Don’t know why he drops so far 
out of it the early part. Guess you have 
to let him run his own way, though. 

“He’s a quiet, easy-going fellow. Good 
doer, so far. I haven’t had him long 
enough to know too much about him. I 
hear the fellows we claimed him from are 
going to take him back. That’s all right 
with me. I never get upset about losing 
a horse. I’m running him a mile and an 
eighth Saturday—and wish it was a mile 
and a half.” 

Goodwin (H.) also trains 2 well re- 
garded 2-year-olds for Goodwin (M.). 
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They are Jimmer and Board Man. Board 
Man returned to training December 1 
after a long lay-off. The colt pulled a 
suspensory April 26 at Jamaica. 

There are 25 horses in Harold’s pub- 
lic stable, 6 of them owned by Myron 
Goodwin, an architect from Indianapolis. 

Goodwin has been a trainer since 1925. 
following a brief career as a rider. “I 
didn’t get very far as a jockey.” he said. 
“Couldn't ride, I guess.” 

A small, thin man with sharp blue eyes. 
Goodwin is pleasant and easy-going. “I’ve 
never had a really big horse.” he said, 
“but you never know when you'll get 
lucky.” 

Getting back to Romandale. by Roman 
—Cherrydale, by Whiskaway, a further 
testament was given by George E. Rob- 
erts, veteran trainer who claimed the 
gelding 2 years ago and kept him running 
until he lost him on October 23 at Gar- 
den State Park. 

“What can I say about the horse?” 
Roberts asked. “I gave up on him 2 or 3 
times. There was more than one vet who 
shook his head and couldn’t understand 
how this horse could stand up. 

“But I just kept going with him, fool- 
ing around, babying him. There’s no set 
way of training a horse like that; you 
change from one day to the next, what- 
ever he calls for. 

“He’s as game a horse as ever lived. 
Got a lot of speed, but the fellows who 
had him before me used to lay him close 


to the pace and he’d hang most of the time. 
Guess I’m the one who found the best way 
to run him was lay him back and make 
one run at the end. 

“He’s beating these cheap fields on his 
class. How long he'll stand up nobody 
knows. All I know is I wish I had a barn- 
full like him.” 

Romandale earned $7,600 in 1956, and 
he has won more than twice that amount 
in 1957. He won it all the hard way. 


7 Days, 2 Stakes 


Wheatley Stable’s Gray Phantom, com- 
ing off a victory at 144 miles on Decem- 
ber 7, took the lead at the head of the 
stretch in the 6-furlong Coral Gables 
Handicap December 14 and just lasted 
for a nose victory over *St. Amour II. 

*St. Amour II, coming from 10th posi- 
tion on the far turn, closed with a spec- 
tacular rush under Willie Lester and 
just missed. Missile was third. 1°4 
lengths back, with *Tudor Era fourth. 

Gray Phantom, a 4-year-old gray horse 
by *Ambiorix—Grey Flight, by *Mah- 
moud, picked up $8,100 for his victory. It 
was win No. 4 this year, and it brought 
his 1957 earnings to $66,200. 

*St. Amour II was given a superb ride 
by Lester. He cut the corner on the stretch 
turn to move into vague contention, then 
bulled between horses at the sixteenth- 
pole and literally flew at the leader. Trop- 
ical’s short stretch cost him the triumph.

CALIFORNIA

Los ANGELEs. Since its meetings always 
are run during California’s rainy season, 
Santa Anita Park through the years has 
devoted a great deal of attention to ob- 
taining the best drainage possible for its 
racing strip. For evaporative aid, it leaned 
on the direct-flames method of a pave- 
ment planer, although this admittedly left 
much to be desired. 

Track superintendent Ray M. Rogers 
has come up with a brand-new idea, util- 
izing the exhaust of an Allison-built gas 
turbine jet-propulsion engine mounted on 
a standard truck body. The exhaust is 
carried into a trailer hood, 50 feet long 
and 12 feet wide, putting the dry, hot air 
into contact with the track to evaporate 
excess moisture. 

At present, the trailer hood is open at 
the end opposite the exhaust and also on 
the sides for a foot or so above the track. 

“Later we may close it at one or more 
of those places,” Rogers said. “We are 
still experimenting in an effort to deter- 
mine the maximum efficiency of opera- 
tion. 

“For instance, we have mounted the en- 
gine so that it will pivot almost 90 de- 
grees. The wheels on the trailer hood also 
will turn. This was done to permit us to 
use the trailer sideways or lengthways, as 
tests prove best. 


Santa Anita Park has a new jet-engine track-drying machine. Inspecting the equipment are former jockey Basil James, 
trainer Vance Longden, track superintendent Ray M. Rogers, and outrider Mel Knight. The trailer hood is 50 feet long. 
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“If it is pulled lengthways, 3 passes of 
its 12-foot width should cover about all 
the track horses really run over. Side- 
ways, one pass will do it, of course. 

“We figure that if we can dry even halt 
an inch of soil by one pass of the drier. 
then we can turn it with harrows and re- 
peat the procedure until we have evap- 
orated a great deal of moisture. 

“Actually, it’s not a question of trying 
to obtain a fast track in a few hours, but 
of eliminating real heavy footing to in- 
crease the safety factor for horses.” 

The engine will be operated at 35 per 
cent of peak power, circulating 25,000 
cubic feet of air a minute, Rogers said. 
adding: 

“We were told by the manufacturer that 
at that speed the engine puts out 15,000.- 
000 BTUs an hour, or enough to heat 200 
ordinary-size houses. 

“The air temperature at discharge is 
1,200 degrees, but will be only about 200 
degrees when coming in contact with the 
track. Our soil chemist tells us that if 
we keep the temperature on the track to 
less than 400 degrees there will be no 
damage to humus. 

“That’s a disadvantage of the direct- 
flames method. Its temperature at track 
level is 700 degrees, or more. 

“To avoid noise complaints, an exhaust. 
utilizing sound-deadening louvers to re- 
duce air turbulence, has already been in- 
stalled. We followed the same methods 
as aircraft companies which test similar 
engines at full throttle within 100 yards 
of komes. Since we'll use the equipment 
chiefly at night, we had to be careful 
there.” 

A smaller hood has been built to use 
in areas where a lot of backing and man- 
euvering may be necessary for repeated 
passes. The long grandstand blocks the 
thin winter-afternoon sunlight from most 
of the homestretch, for instance. and 
Rogers wants the equipment mobile 
enough to work spots requiring special 
attention. 

The engine will burn from 150 to 200 
gallons of high-grade kerosene an hour, 
the fuel costing 28 cents a gallon. 

The track has a 234-inch cushion before 
use of the roller harrow and 21% inches 
afterward. Santa Anita has a soil chem- 
ist on a permanent-retainer basis who 
checks about once a month on particle 
size and humus content. 

Rogers, city engineer of Arcadia (where 
Santa Anita Park is located) until he 
took his present post 2 years ago, got the 
idea for the drier from a newspaper 
story. It told of a jet engine being used 
to dry the track for the 1956 Olympic 
games at Melbourne, Australia. He and 
track foreman William L. Quiggle began 
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to ponder adopting the plan for Santa 
Anita. After full investigation, the engine 
was obtained as surplus and the drier was 
built by track personnel. 

Representatives of Norton Air Force 
Base at nearby San Bernardino already 
have inspected the drier and obtained a 
list of other race tracks in the country. 
Norton, you see, has several hundred sur- 
plus jet engines to dispose of and. nat- 
urally, the market is limited.

Chairman Zoltan Gombos said he hoped 
the 2 southern Ohio tracks would form a 
kind of circuit, giving horsemen 88 con- 
tinuous days of racing.

Death of Blue Peter 


Lord Rosebery’s 21-year-old stallion 
Blue Peter was destroyed December 11 at 
the Mentmore Stud in Bedfordshire, Eng- 
land, after he had suffered a heart attack. 
The noted son of Fairway—Fancy Free, 
by *Stefan the Great, was second in the 
Middle Park Stakes in his second start as 
a 2-year-old, and thereafter he was un- 
beaten, his victories at 3 including the 
Two Thousand Guineas, Derby, and Eclipse 
Stakes.

The aver- 
age distance of races won by his offspring 
was 10.44 furlongs. Through 1957 he had 
sired the winners of 436 races and

where the earnings index of his runners 
in the 10-year period beginning with 1948 
was 1.80. *Peter Flower, now standing at 
Elmendorf Farm, Lexington, was his 
largest money winner in Great Britain 
and Ireland.

For the 6-furlong Coral Gables Handicap the 
players took the 5-year-old sprinter Dark Ruler, 
first. cr second in 8 consecutive races this fall. 
Dark Ruler on September 30 had won at Belmont 
Park with a claiming price of $6,700, and on 
November 28 he had finished a neck behind Pine 
Echo in the 5%-furlong Inaugural Handicap. At 
nearly 7 to 1 were Gray Phantom, winner of the 
Ponce de Leon Handicap on December 7; and 
*Tudor Era, winner of the Olympic Handicap and 
second by a nose to Round Table in the United 
Nations Handicap. *St. Amour II, winner of 
Jamaica’s 6-furlong Pilgrim Handicap and placed 
in 6 consecutive races up to a mile, was nearly 
10 to 1.

Wheatley Stable’s half-brother to Misty Morn got 
away sluggishly, but half-way down the back- 
stretch he began to gain on the front-running 
Encore. Mid-way in the turn he was third, about 
a length and a half behind the leader. He ran ex- 
tremely wide going into the stretch, but he caught 
the tiring Encore at the eighth-pole and held 
off *St. Amour II by a nose. 

Missile, which at no point this year has ap- 
proached the form of his 2-year-old season, ran 
an even race to get third place over the fast- 
closing *Tudor Era, which gained nearly 8 lengths 
in the last furlong to be fourth, less than 3 
lengths behind the winner. 

Gray Phantom this year had won, in addition 
to the Ponce de Leon, the Robert E. Lee Handicap, 
and had been second in the New Year’s, Tropical, 
and Mr. Fitz Handicaps, third in the Governor’s 
Handicap. 

*Ambiorix, which stands at Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky., has 2 other stakes winners this year, 
Polamby and Gray Phantom’s brother Full Flight. 
Gray Phantom is his fourth $100,000 winner. Pedi-

Tougher Old-Timers 


Race horses were much tougher in the 
old days. Not only did they run more 
often, but they ran more frequently. Many 
of the old-time runners performed twice 
in one day, and some of them won twice. 

Along with Ogden, about which we 
talked several years ago. probably one of 
the outstanding examples of strenuous 
campaigning was Sidney Lucas. a chest- 
nut colt of 1897, by *Top Gallant—Addie 
C.. owned by the Thompson brothers of 
Nashville, Tenn. 


His 2-year-old campaign was _ not 
especially noteworthy—except, perhaps, 
for his trainer’s  persistence—until _ it 


came to November 15. At the old Ben- 
nings track in Washington, D. C., Sidney 
Lucas came out in the first race with 
Winnie O'Connor up and galloped home 
in front of First Whip and All Gold, 
handling the 61% furlongs in 1:23. A half- 
hour later he was saddled up again, and 
with Winnie back in the saddle he made 
it 2 in a row by heading Hagerdon, a 
pretty good one from the West, and Gold 
Rattle at 5 furlongs. His time in the 
second race was 1:02. The charts say he 
won the first easily and “closed gamely” 
in the second. 

The next summer, after a grueling race 
in the Canadian Derby, in which he was 
last, he was put on the cars, and, with 
the temperature over 100, was sent to Chi- 
cago, where he surprised the Turf world 
by romping home in the American Derby. 

The Derby must have been play for 
him, however, in view of what happened a 
few days later. On July 3 he won at 11% 
miles. In the second race on July 4 he 
won a mile event, and later on the same 
card he carried 129 pounds to third place 
behind Sam Phillips and Advance Guard, 
beaten a half-length by the winner. 

His career continued unabated. Quite 
possibly the best race he ever ran was his 
third to Ethelbert and Imp in the Brigh- 
ton Cup. when a new record of 3:23 for 
214 miles was established. 

A horse called Tom McC. won 2 races 
on different tracks on October 13, 1894. 
That was when they raced afternoons at 
Aqueduct, then walked over to Maspeth, 
where they raced at night. Jockey Houli- 
han (one of the old Iron Hill riders and 
later a jumping rider) rode him both 
times. At Aqueduct he beat Hamilton and 
Tribute. and at Maspeth he beat Fletcher 
and Florine. 

Spark, owned by Pierre Lorillard, won 
the first and fourth races at Jerome Park 
on November 2, 1880. Within’ the next 
few years there were many others which 
won twice the same day—Keno, at Colum-

bia. S. C.; Marchioness. at Brighton 
Beach; Jake White. at Saratoga; Avalon, 
at Memphis; Disturbance, at Woodstock, 
Ontario. 

“Father Bill” Daly pampered neither 
horses nor men. In 1883 he had a 4-year- 
old filly called Bride Cake, which on No- 
vember 16 won a 6-furlong dash at Brigh- 
ton and an hour or so later won a 1%4- 
mile race over 5 hurdles. 

At Pimlico one day in 1881 Parole won 
a mile race, and less than an hour later 
he won at 11% miles. 

Billy Lakeland’s Ogden won twice in 
one day in 1901. J. E. Madden’s The 
Rival on September 1, 1902. at Coney 
Island, was unplaced to W. C. Whitney’s 
Gunfire in the Twin City Handicap and 
2 races later won a 1,j-mile event on 
the grass.

Summing Up an Era 


By Dan M. Bowmar III 


When R. A. Alexander began breeding 
horses at Woodburn Farm in 1956 the 
Thoroughbred was well established in 
America. A large number of farmers 
owned Thoroughbred broodmares, and or- 
ganized race meetings were held in many 
sections of the country. Opportunities for 
trotters, however, were limited, and there 
had been little effort to develop a distinct 
breed of trotting horses. Most of the early 
trotters were Thoroughbreds. 

R. A. Alexander assembled the coun- 
try’s largest group of trotting stallions 
and mares, and more than any other man 
he was responsible for the establishment 
of the Standardbred in the United States. 
In 1860 a trotter which could go a mile in 
2:20 was something special; in the 1870's 
Woodburn bred 2 trotters which went a 
mile in 2:10 or less. 

First of Woodburn’s 2:10 trotters was 
the great gelding Jay-Eye-See. which 
made the record. in 1884. Later the same 
season the 10-year-old Maud S., purchased 


at Woodburn as a yearling for $250, 
lowered the mark to 2:0914, and the 
following year she dropped it to 2:0834. 
a record which stood until 1891, by which 
time the low-wheel sulky had been intro- 
duced. 

By the time trotting had become well 
organized Woodburn’s star had begun to 
wane. Thus the farm’s harness champions 
were not as numerous as in the Thorough- 
bred sport, but many of the Woodburn- 
bred fillies became foundation mares in 


Standardbred studs, and_ the stallions 
Alexander’s Abdallah, Pilot Jr.. Edwin 
Forrest, Harold, Belmont, Tattler, and 


Lord Russell are encountered frequently 
in today’s pedigrees. 

Woodburn instituted the time trial for 
trotters, a practice that has remained to 
the present day. Woodburn used the time 
trial primarily to improve the value of 
potential broodmares, although young 
colts sometimes trotted against time be- 
fore being offered for sale. 

J. H. Wallace, who wrote extensively on 


the American trotting horse, attacked 
Woodburn’s time trials as “absolutely 
meaningless.” and he frequently referred 
to the records set in such trials as “tin 
cup records.” (It was the custom of tracks 
to award silver cups to owners whose 
horses had bettered a record in a race 
against time.) 

Lucas Brodhead, Woodburn manager 
and the originator of the time trial sys- 
tem, defended the practice. “They save a 
breeder the time and expense of organ- 
izing a racing stable,” Brodhead said. 
“and permit him not to compete with his 
customers.” He also pointed out that it 
required much less training to get a horse 
ready for a time trial than for a race. 

The differences between Wallace and 
Brodhead lasted for many years, but Wal- 
lace found few supporters. The time trial 
has remained a corner-stone of the trotting 
horse business. 

Unlike the Thoroughbreds, most of the 
harness horses at Woodburn were sold 
privately, often in large lots. The farm 
conducted auctions several times, but the 
resulis never were as good as those of 
Thoroughbred auctions. According to rec- 
ords published by Hamilton Busbey in 
Recollections of Men and Horses, only 
about 10 per cent of the yearling trotters 
and pacers at Woodburn in the 30 years

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Woodburn breed more than 5 per cent of the country’s Thor- 
oughbreds foals in a year, and the usual figure was about 3 
per cent.

Burlington, 1887, by Powhatan—*Inver- 
cauld, by St. Albans, was sold at the 1888 
auction to B. Riley for $425. A good colt 
at 2, when he won the Criterion Stakes 
and the Pelham Handicap and _ finished 
second in the Independence, Seabright. 
Red Bank, and August Stakes, he was 
the best of his year at 3. 

At the end of his 2-year-old season Bur- 


lington was sold by Riley to the Hough 
Brothers. The unusual transaction was 
recounted by W. S. Vosburgh in Racing 
in America: 


The elder Hough, meeting Riley at the Elizabeth 
races, asked him to price Burlington. Mr. Riley 
said $7,500. Hough said he would “like to see 
him,” and asked if Riley would permit a veter- 
inary examination. Riley agreed, and a few nights 
later Hough appeared at Mr. Riley’s home. 

“I've come about the colt,” he said. 

“Certainly,” answered Riley; “did you bring 
yeur veterinary?” 

“Oh, veterinary 
eh?” 

“Yes; but sit down; we'll see him in the 
morning,” replied Riley, thinking Mr. Hough 
would be his guest for the night, as it was late, 
and New York 40 miles distant.

replied the erratic Mr. Hough. 

In addition to the Belmont and Dwyer 
(then known as the Brooklyn Derby), 
Burlington won the Trial and_ Tidal 
Stakes at 3. His only losses were to Torso 
in the Lorillard Stakes and to Sir John 
in the Travers. He beat Torso in both 
the Belmont and Dwyer, and whipped 
Sir John handily in the Tidal. 

Retired early in his 3-year-old season 
because of a foot injury, Burlington at 4 
was unplaced in the Brooklyn Handicap, 
his only race against top competition. 

Woodburn’s tenth and last Belmont win- 
ner—Patron, a colt by Falsetto—Patri- 
mony, by Pat Malloy—was foaled in 1889. 
He was unplaced in his only start at 2, but 
the next year he won the Brooklyn Derby 
in addition to the Belmont and finished 
second in the Withers and third in the 
Tidal and Realization Stakes. 


Chant, 1894, by Falsetto—Addie C., by 
King Alfonso, was the fourth Woodburn- 
bred to win the Kentucky Derby. The 
same year he also took the Clark Stakes, 
but the 3-year-olds in the West in 1894 
were a mediocre lot and Chant probably 
was the poorest classic winner ever bred 
at Woodburn. He finished his 3-year-old 
season in $600 selling races. 


The chief reason for the decline in the 
number of good horses bred at Woodburn 
in the last 2 decades of the 19th century 
was the demise of Lexington and *Aus- 
tralian. Asteroid, *Glen Athol, King Al- 
fonso, Lisbon, Pat Malloy, Falsetto, and 
Powhattan sired enough good horses to 
keep the farm near the top of the breed- 
ers’ list, but they were not good enough 
to continue Woodburn’s domination. 

In the 1880’s, after 15 years of selling 
Thoroughbred yearlings on the fourth 
Wednesday in June, Woodburn joined 
with several other central Kentucky farms 
—Fairview, Runnymede, Coldstream, Le- 
onatus, and Elmendorf—to offer a week 
of yearling sales in May. Each farm held 
its sale on its own property, forming a 
kind of auction circuit. In 1889 the farms 
brought their yearlings to Lexington in 
order to reduce the number of days of 
selling, and in 1890 Woodburn, for the 
first time, sent its yearlings East to be 
sold. 

At Monmouth Park in 1890 Woodburn 
had the best sale in its history, selling 14 
colts for $34,750, average $2,482, and 13 
fillies for $10,475, average $806. Green 
B. Morris paid $10,100 for a brother to 
Troubadour, the highest price ever paid 
for a Woodburn yearling. 

In 1891 the Woodburn yearlings were 
sold at Morris Park and in 1892 and 
1893 the farm’s auctions were held at 
the American Horse Exchange in New 
York City. Prices during these 3 years 
were not as good as at Monmouth Park 
in 1890, but they continued to be quite 
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satisfactory, the average ranging from 
$734 to $1,002. The financial panic of 
1893, however, depressed the Thorough- 
bred yearling market for several years, 
and for the next 4 years Woodburn’s aver- 
age never exceeded $256. From 1894-97 
the farm split its yearlings into 2 groups, 
selling the better ones in New York and 
the others either in Chicago or St. Louis. 

A. J. Alexander was in his 70’s when 
the horse market began to decline, and 
he had no wish to hang on for better days. 
Most of the breeding stock, including the 
stallions Falsetto and *Hermence, were 
sold in Lexington in 1897 and by 1900 
all of the farm’s Thoroughbreds had been 


sold. The last of the trotters were dis- 
persed either in 1901 or 1902. On Febru- 
ary 20, 1901, Lucas Brodhead wrote Ham- 
ilton Busbey: 

“We are doing nothing at present in the 
way of breeding horses at Woodburn. At 
our sale of trotters, where we sold all 
our mares and stallions, we reserved all 
animals 2 years old and younger. We now 
have these on hand and have been break- 
ing them and sometime in the near fu- 
ture will sell them. They are now 4, 3, and 
2 years old, and those we have handled 
show great. We have about 20 head of 
shorthorns and may gradually build up 
our herd. Mr. Alexander takes great per-

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sonal interest in them. We are grazing 
beef cattle and raising sheep quite exten- 
sively, which is quite a slow business for 
me.” 

A. J. Alexander died on December 2, 
1902. at the age of 78. His estate was di- 
vided among his 3 living children, with 
Woodburn House and the core of the 
breeding farm going to his eldest son, Dr. 
A. J. A. Alexander, then a medical mis- 
sionary in Korea. 

The Alexander name has not disappear- 
ed from Thoroughbred breeding. One of 
A. J. Alexander’s sons was Kenneth Alex- 
ander, who bred and raced horses from 
about 1915-1925. His best horses were 
the stakes winners Star Voter. Billy Watts, 
and Escoba. He disposed of his horses 
before his death in 1935, but his son, R. 
A. Alexander III, now breeds and boards 
horses at Bosque Bonita Farm, just a few 
miles from Woodburn. 

Mrs. Augustus B. Gay, a granddaughter 
of A. J. Alexander, and her husband have 
bred a few horses each year since the 
1930’s. They bred the good colt Porter's 
Cap, and the stakes winners Waller and 
Woodford Lad. 

Dr. A. J. Alexander, son of Dr. A. J. A. 
Alexander, now occupies the main resi- 
dence at Woodburn. He acquired his first 
broodmare in 1955, and he since has add- 
ed 2 others. He plans to sell his stock as 
yearlings.
